CHINESE CRASH

CONDITIONS REFLECT NEED 
FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


Wherever one turns there is cry- 
ing need for drastic reform. The 
slums and alleys ot the capital are 
recognized as among the worst in 
the world. Rents are fiercely high. 
Attempts to change the situation 
have met with hereto successful 
opposition from the Washington 
Real Estate Board which exercises 
powerful influence both in the Dis- 
trict Building and on Capitol Hill. 

The capital has ranked for years 
near the top among American cities 
in tuberculosis deaths. In 1927 its 
tuberculosis death rate was the 
highest of 26 largest cities. Its 
hospitals are overcrowded, under- 
stafied, underequipped and too few 
in number. A special report, pre- 
pared by the U. 8. Public Health 
Service, recommended sweeping re- 
forms of and additions to existing 
health facilities. So far the com-

The demand for suffrage has 
been of two kinds, an overwheim- 
ing majority of residents desiring 
both. First, the demand for local 
self-government—the right of the 
people to elect their own city gov- 
ernment—which can be obtained by 
an act of Congress. The second 
is national repregentation which 
means granting the right of rep- 
resentation in the House, Senate 
and electoral college. To accom- 
plish the latter would require a 
Constitutional Amendment. 

The first organized effort to at- 
tain suffrage was initiated some 
20 years ago when a group of busi- 
nessmen and newspaper owners 
launched the Citizens Joint Com- 
mittee on National Representation.

They Picked 
A Hero

1 OW the idea of a farmer's theatre reached a little 

town up in New York state, I don’t know. But soon 
after the farmers’ milk strike, the young fellows in this 
community decided that the best way to raise money for 
the farmers’ union was to give a play. 


So four or five of them got together and wrote a play. 
It was very realistic. Painfully, step by step, it showed 
the way the idea of a union had spread in the region. 
Then how the strike had been called, and the fighting 
that followed—lots of fighting. 


Now, in this particular town there was a blacksmith who had 
played a leading role in the strike. One day the Etate Troopers came 
to arrest him at his forge. The blacksmith was a powerful giant, 
and a one-hundred per cent American. His grand dad had fought in 
the Civil War. Other relatives had fought in the American Revolu- 
tion. He had always paid his taxes promptly. He was the father: of a 
family, a church-goer and a Republican, and had never been arrested 
in his life.
